There is a shock on entering 
East Berlin. The war ruins still 
are there. They stretch for miles 
in some directions, broken only by 
an occasional structure. There 
are dead still beneath them, or 
their bones.

The Rus- 
sians have not permitted much 
cleaning up. 


War Ruins 


The grass is at work. And one 
thought of one of Carl Sandburg’s 
poems ... “I am the grass, 
leave it to me.” But these ruins 
are too much, though the grass 
tries. Tufts of it, plus an occa- 
sional flower, grow here and there 
in the massive piles of homes, 
office buildings, and the tremen- 
dous administrative structures 
which were se imposing a part of 
the prewar Berlin. Some are 
merely huge piles of rubble. 

But here and there parts, or all, 
of the skeleton shell of a building 
will stand, its windows like plead- 
ing, eyeless sockets, its doors 
gone, its interior filled with flame 
‘blackened stones and rusting 
girders. 

In some of them a corner room 
has been somehow made habit- 
able. But the great desert creat- 
ed by bomb shell and rocket fire 
is like some portion of a ruin out 
of some ancient cataclysm, or 
some tortured crater of the moon. 
The mind recoils from it, pictur- 
ing the desperate fighting which 
went on from house to house. And 
one curses Adolph Hitler. He 
fashioned the war which brought, 
and yet brings, so much misery to 
the world. 

The streets are clean. The Rus- 
sians have built one housing proj- 
ect, Stalinallee. It runs for about 
a mile. Its architecture is the 
stiff, heavy, unimaginative type so 
familiar in Moscow. Crowding 
close behind it are the ruins. 


The Difference 


But it is not merely the differ- 
ence between this and greatly 
cleaned-up and restored West Ber- 
lin which one notes. It is the lack 
,of people. The streets of West 
Berlin are crowded. Their cafes 
are many and they all: do busi- 
ness. We drove through all of 
East Berlin’s main streets. They 
were semideserted. The cars 
were few, and some of them had 
West Berlin tags. 

We stopped at Alexander Platz, 
once a glittering shopping center. 
Now there are the small HO 
(Handles Organization) and the 
Konsum (shops) . . . both gov- 
ernment-owned. Their windows 
are filled with goods which one 
may buy ‘without a ration card. 
But the prices are very, very 
high. In one of the fashion shops 
we looked carefully at the dresses. 
The seams on them were heavy, 
even coarse. And styling was 
lacking.

Fatally Shot Dog Chews Bandit 
Who Flees Home of His Owner ™ 


DETROIT, Sept. 3 


(P—A 4-year-old pet dog gave its life 


today defending his mistress from a gunman who forced his 


way into her apartment. 


The little mixed breed, black and white pooch was shot ‘in 
the back. But it leaped and sank its fangs into the arm of the 
would-be bandit and forced him to flee empty-handed. 

The dog, Tex, part spitz and cocker and the pet of Mrs. 
Charles Livingston, died of the wound despite police efforts to 
save its life by rushing it to a veterinarian. 

Mrs. Livingston, who manages an apartment building on 
Detroit’s West Side, told police the bandit knocked at her door 
and told her he wanted to make a deposit on an apartment. 

“He said he wanted to pay $23, but before I could finish 
making out the receipt he pulled out a gun and said he wanted 


money,” she said. 


At that mornent, her husband returned home with Tex and. 
the bandit turned to brace himself against the front door to 


prevent the husband's entry. 


Tex, coming into the room, saw the scuffle and leaped at 
the gunman. The bandit fired once, hitting the dog in the back. 
But Tex wouldn’t let go. Finally the intruder shook the dog 
loose, shoved Mrs. Livingston away and bolted past her husband 


in the hallway. 


Saving Is Only a Billion, 
Won't Cut Tax, Ike Says 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 “™—President Eisenhower figured today 


that Congress cut appropriations 


only a billion dollars. He pro- 


nounced the saving too small to warrant a tax cut. 


Eisenhower _ strongly 
congressional claims of five to 64 
billion dollars of economizing. He 
told a news conference the ses-

Describing inflation as the na- 
tion’s major internal problem, Ei- 
senhower appealed to all the peo- 
ple to help fight it by buying more 
cautiously.

In the realm of external prob- 
lems, the President discounted 
any idea that Russia may be 
capable of going to war now with 
intercontinental ballistic missiles. 

The Soviets have said they have 
tested such a missile successfully. 
But Eisenhower said Russian 
statements in the past “have 
been . . . less than completely 
reliable.” Besides, he said, there 
is a long distance between firing a 
test instrument and producing it

Half a 
dozen white adults followed the 
children as they crossed an over- 
head passageway between the 
areas. Calhoun broke up this dem- 
onstration. 

In Sturgis, Ky., scene of inte- 
gration disorders last September, 
17 Negroes enrolled at the previ- 
ously all-white high school. A 
crowd of 100-150 gathered to watch 
the Negroes enter. Police said 
several teen-agers tossed pebbles 
at the Negroes from a passing 
auto.

Jet Destroys 
2 Homes as 


Pilot Dies 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 3 W—A Navy 
jet fighter crashed in suburban 
Berkeley late today, killing the 
pilot but sparing the lives of resi- 
dents as it destroyed two homes 
in its flaming wake. 

The pilot, identified as Lt. John 
R. Renshaw of the Naval Air Test 
Center at Patuxent River, Md., 
may have been shooting for an 
open field about a block west of 
the Meyer home, witnesses said. 

He overshot. The plane smashed 
into one home, destroying it, bad- 
ly damaged the home next door 
and flames blackened the sides 
of a third home. 

The plarle apparently developed 
trouble immediately after take- 
off and was on fire in the air be- 
fore the crash. The Navy said it 
probably was fuel line trouble. 

Navy authorities said the plane, 
an F3H2N Demon, was accepted 
today from McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. of St. Louis and Renshaw 
was en route to Patuxent River.

The President did not direct 
any of his remarks to Faubus. As 
to the Little Rock situation, he 
said that he had spoken with the 
attorney general’s office and that 
“they are going to find out ex- 
actly what has happened, and 
discuss this with the federal 
judge.”” He concluded that ‘“‘the 
next decision will have to be by 
the lawyers and jurists.” 


During the day, Justice Depart- 


ment officials talked with Judge 


Davies by telephone. They de- 
clined to disclose the substance 
of the conversation but indicated 
that it was an informal and un- 
official exchange of views. 


The legal obstacle to any fed- 
eral intervention in the Little 
Rock case at this point centers on 
the fact that it is a private law- 
suit. It was brought by Negro 
parents in the federal district 
court in Arkansas, with the Little 
Rock school officials as defend- 
ants. 


The plan of gradual integration 
devised by the school board in re- 
sponse to the suit was approved 
by the court. The board is under 
the court’s order to proceed with 
the plan. 


Thus the federal government is 
not a party to the case. Its only 
way of getting into the suit would 
apparently be by filing a brief as 
an Amicus Curiae, or friend of 


the court. This is usually done 


when a case is before an appel- 
late court and in any case con- 
fers only an advisory status on 
the government.

Virus Cases 


Are Reduced 
By Vaccine. 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Upper respiratory infection is 
the term used by physicians in re- 
ferring to pharyngitis, strep 
throat, laryngitis, bronchitis, and 
colds in general. Some of these 
ailments are due to bacteria but 
the majority start as viral infec- 
tions. 

We are learning more and more 
about viruses as time goes by, al- 
though isolation of the organisms 
causing the common cold still 
eludes us. 

The disease is readily transmit- 
ted to volunteers but these viruses 
are not easy to cultivate or to 
demonstrate in the laboratory. 

Scientists were more successful 
with one group — the adeno- 
viruses. They were discovered by 
physicians studying an epidemic 
of respiratory illnesses among 
soldiers.

Victims of this disease develop 
fever that lasts six days, sore and 
congested throat, and enlarge- 
ment of the glands in the neck. 
Muscular aching is common, as 
well as severe cough due to bron- 
chitis.

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New Grand Jury Is Told 


To Investigate on Its Own 


Judge Wood Tells Panel Its Power 
Is Sufficient To Probe Prosecuting Staffs 


The grand jury itself can handle any needed in- 
vestigation into the operation of Fulton County pros- 
ecuting agencies, Judge Jesse M. Wood told the incom- 
ing September-October grand jury Tuesday. 


The July-August grand jury Fri- 
day called for a special citizens’ 
committee probe into “‘disturbing 

- lgformation, charges and ru- 
mors” about “some” prosecuting 
agencies. 

Judge Wood said the grand 
jury has ample power to conduct 
such an investigation. He said 
such an investigation should be 
made by a body ‘‘with the power 
to subpoena and to swear wit- 
nesses.” 

The Superior Court judge re- 
minded the new grand jury they 
had the authority “to examine 
witnesses in the absence cf the 
solicitor general (Paul Webb) if 
such is considered advisable.” 

Sol. Webb has said that he 
would ‘“‘welcome” an Iinvestiga- 
tion as recommended by the out- 
going grand jury. 

Sol. John I. Kelley of the Crim- 
inal Court said he was sure the 
grand jury didn’t have his office 
in mind when it called for the 
probe. 


BOTH OFFICES 


However, Sol. Webb said the 
grand jury wanted both his and 
Sol. Kelley’s offices studied. 

R. W. Schilling, 48, of 926 Ply- 
mouth Rd., NE, senior vice presi- 
dent of the Bank of Georgia, was 
elected foreman of the new grand 
jury. S. R. Young Sr., 423 E. 
North Main St., College Park, was 
named assistant foreman. 


Judge Wood said the past sev- 
eral grand juries have been ‘‘ex- 
tremely busy. They have ren- 
dered competent, efficient and 
constructive service.” 


He said it was up to the new 
grand jury to decide on the action 
to take on recommendations or 
investigations carried on by the 
previous grand juries. 

Calling attention to a recent re- 
port by Police Chief Herbert Jen- 
kins, Judge Wood said, ‘‘Crime 
can be controlled in this county, 
and to take any other view is to 
express a defeatist attitude.” 

To control crime, however, re- 
quires ‘“‘the closest kind of coop- 
eration between the police and all 
prosecuting agencies in the coun- 
ty, as well as the courts,” he 
observed. 


FULL CONFIDENCE 


“We need desperately to build 
full and complete confidence in 
the police department and all 


prosecuting agencies,” hé added. 
“We are going to have to have a 
better. type of law observance, as 
we expect a better type of law 
enforcement.” 

Judge Wood, in his charge, told 
the grand jury to investigate vio- 
lations of all laws but to give spe- 
cial consideration to “organized 
crime.”” 

While “organized crime is at a 
low ebb” in Fulton County now, 
Judge Wood said, ‘‘From time to 
time organized crime gains a 
footing in our community.” 

He said recent grand jury in- 


vestigations were the cause of | 


the decline in organized crime 
here. These grand juries have in- 
dicted several policemen for 
bribe taking, a lottery kingpin for 
bribe giving and a police lieu- 


tenant for taking money from taxi | 


company personnel over whom he 
controlled their licenses. 


But when citizens become com- 
placent, crime waves are likely 
to begin, Judge Wood said. ‘“When 
people become too sure organized 
crime is under coritrol, the unde- 
sirable elements emerge again. 
Contant vigilance is necessary | 
not only to keep it under control, | 
but also to stamp it out com- 
pletely.” 


IMMEDIATE SESSION 


After Judge Wood’s charge, the 
grand jury went immediately into | 
session considering routine mat- 
ters with Sol. Webb. Schilling 
would not comment on recom- 


mendations made to his jury by 


the July-August jury.

But then I found on my desk a couple of brand new books, which 
is as good a way as any I know for beginning a new year. 


I don’t mind admitting I was a little disappointed in the titles, 
particularily the ane called “Dr. Schindler’s Woman’s Guide ta 
Better Living.” (I'd much rather have a nice, fat novel or » 
bleedy murder mystery!) My taste for self-improvement comes 
and goes like an invalid’s appetite and this is one of the times 
it's away. 

But you knew how ht Is with a new book. You have to dip 
inte tt and I did—and for the rest of this day anyhow I’m hell-bent 
on being cheerful. I'm going to have a good disposition if it kills me. 


Dr. Schindler is a medical man—John A. is the rest of hig 
name—and he wrote a book some time ago on “‘How To Live 365 
Days a Year."’ I didn't read it, but this one seems to be a 52-week 
guide designed to make women act better and be happier. 


Dr. Schindler's premise seems to be that all of us need to be 
more mature. And what's maturity? His definition: ‘‘Maturity ig 
the collection of attitudes that enables one to handle adult situa- 
tions in a way that is beneficial to oneself and to all others 
involved.” 


The first sign of maturity, he contends, is a good disposition. 
“No human being deserves the misery that an unpleasant disposi- 
tion brings him,”’ he writes. ‘‘But much more pitiful and much 
less deserved is the misery a person innocently suffers by having 
to live with a sour pickle.” 


Admitting that some people of “high and inspiring capacity” 
like H. L. Mencken, George Bernard Shaw and Jean Jacques 
Rousseau had ‘“‘cutting and sarcastic dispositions,’’ the good doctor 
points out those of ‘‘even higher capacity’’ who were good-humored, 
happy natured—William Shakespeare, Albert Einstein, Albert 
Schweitzer, Isaac Newton, Bertrand Russell and Benjamin Franklin. 


“A pleasantly dispositioned persén has learned ‘and been con- 
ditioned to) a philosophy ef life that makes for equanimity in the 
face of trouble, a- sense of humor that sees the funny or wry ele 
ment inherent in almost every situation, and the courage to sail 
a floundering situation into quieter waters. 


. 


“‘A happy situation is not a matter of being either inhibited or 
uninhibited. It is a matter of attaining insight and vision enough 
to see that choleric attitudes, anger, meanness, low moods and 
anxiety add nothing to any moment except more unnecessary 
troubles. 

‘‘Many a day may have its difficulties, but none so bad that a 
cheerful disposition can’t make something out of it, and no day 
is so good that. a rotten disposition can’t ruin it completely and 
turn it into a day that wasn’t even worth getting up for.” 


Just when I was set to argue with the doctor about the value 
of an occasional sour disposition—I still maintain they're useful!— 
I came to these words: 

“Any person with a nasty disposition will scoff at what we 
have said . . . There is nothing a person feels he must defend as 
strongly as the weakness of his childish disposition.” 

So that shut me up. Besides, he had a good quote from Thoreau 
whfch finally cinched the matter for me. It isn’t easy, but I’m 
going to try to do as Mr. Thoreau suggests and ‘‘carve and paint 
the very atmosphere and medium” through which I look today.

He was turned down flatly when he offered Memphis the pen- 
nant last winter, and he wasn’t snapped up as a bargain when he 
peer Fe condi to Atlee in June.

‘Manager Buddy Bates will be the 
first to admit that the Crackers 
wouldn’t be in the photo finish without 
Sammy. And he undoubtedly would 
have been just the sparkplug the 
Chicks neéded to wing away from the 
pack. 

The whacky story started in 
Atlanta last September when 
Meeks packed his bags after the 

. Dixie Series and said goodbye to 
baseball and friends. 

“Unk,” as his teammates affec- 
tionately call him, was calling it a 
career at 32. He had been a vital cog 
in Clyde King’s pennant machine, but 
Outlar he didn’t figure his aching legs would 
permit Sammy to run another year. The final stages of the ‘56 race 
had been rough, but Meeks massaged the charley horses and in- 
sisted on playing when most players. would have rested. 

He had a job selling pictures in Memphis during the winter and 
intended to stay out of the baseball picture. But after a long lay- 
otf, the legs didn’t ache any more, and Meeks abandoned retire- 
ment plans. He wanted to play again in '57, provided he could play 
at home in Memphis.

“! went out and talked to Nat Buring, the Memphis owner, 
Sammy saidduesday, as he discussed the zany season. ‘‘He said 
that he’d like to have me, but to come back and talk with General 
Manager Danny Menendez. So I talked with Menendez, and he 
didn’t seem too interested. 

‘If 1 couldn’t play in Memphis, I preferred to stick to the 
picture business. So when Mr. Mann sent me my contract, I called 
him and told him I didn’t want to play. He later called me back 
and wanted to know whether I was serious about quitting, or just 
wanted more money, and I assured him I was serious, and I was. 

‘“‘Man, this thing is complicated,” Meeks continued. ‘Later 
the picture-taking deal fell through and I went back to see 
Menendez about playing with Memphis. He told me he was 
getting McKee, who'd hit .265, and I told him that he’d better 
get someone who'd hit more than that if he wanted to win the 
pennant. Anyhow, he didn’t want me. 

“So I got in touch with Mr. Mann again and came to Ailanta 
on June 1. Well, two weeks later, I played-four of five games and 
was back on the bench. You know the rest. I told Buddy that if he 
didn’t want to play me, how about trading me? He kinda shocked 
me by agreeing to a trade. Mann gave me permission to make a 
deal for myself, and they could have got Russ Rose from Little 
Rock, but Bates didn’t want him.

‘‘Well, we went on a road trip to Mobile and New Orleans, and 
the story came out in the paper. Buddy had a talk with me about 
it in the hotel in Mobile. I told him I didn’t think he wanted me to 
play for him, and he told me he didn’t think I wanted to play for 
him. But he said he’d play me three or four games a week. 

‘‘t wanted to play every day, of course, for there’s too much rid- 
ing on this thing, and I just like to be in there. I found out a long 
tume ago that I have to play regularly or I look like a fool. So after 
the first game. of a double-header in New Orleans, Buddy asked me 
if! was all right. I told him I'd be the first to let him know when 
1 wasn’t helping the club.”’ 

Needless to say, Meeks has had no reason to mention the 
matter again, and Bates has been more than pleased with Sam- 
mv’s performance. 

When the chips are down, the Money Man rakes ’em in. With 
pressure riding on every pitch down the stretch, Meeks has swung 
a .333 club since Aug. 14.

But after Buddy and I had that 
talk he gave me a pat on the back, let me know that he was happy 
to have me around. That means more than anything else in this 
game.”

Our contour map showed that the walls stood 
some 300 feet above the creek—to the naked eye 
they seemed to tower twice that high.

All of the paint and at least half the metal was 
scraped off the bottom and the sides looked like 


The canyon was another world, much the same 
as it must have been when the Cherokees peeked 
over its rim. I had no idea there was anything 
like it in the East. Between the creek and sheer 
rock bluffs lay a strip of forest, made up of virgin 
hemlocks, white pines, poplars, oaks and shell- 
bark hickories. I haven’t seen such tremendous 
shellbarks since I fished with a bent pin. Almost 
every night the thermometer went down to the 
high 40s and a campfire and our sleeping bags 
felt good. ° 

I went through the canyon on an assignment 
from Outdoor Life to get photographs and a story, 
but before I got out I wasn’t sure that my fingers,

Cut Price 1.5 Cents

per’s long price decline continued 
today with another slash which 
left the red metal’s price at 27 
cents a pound. 


Reductions of 1% cents a pound 
were made in rapid-fire order by 
Phelps Dodge Corp., the No. 2 
U.S. producer, and the Kennecott 
Copper Corp., the nation’s largest 
producer. The Anaconda Co., third 
member of the trio responsible 
for roughly 70 per cent of the 
country’s copper, took no action 
today. In the past, however, the 
three have maintained equal 
prices and Anaconda is expected 
to abandon its 28%-cent price 
shortly. 

The 27-cent price is the lowest 
since shortly. after Korean war 
controls: were lifted in February 
1953. The price was pegged at 
24'2 cents during the Korean war. 


2-CENT GAP 


Phelps Dodge acted after a 
leading custom smelter lowered 
its price for copper 4 cent to 26% 
cents a pound. This opened up a 
gap of 2 cents a pound under the 
major producer price, although it 
was not as low as coppers period 
overseas. The London Metal Ex- 
change price ended the day a 
shade under 25 cents a pound. 


The Phelps Dodge action was 
the seventh cut by a major pro- 
ducer since their 92-year high of 
46 cents-a pound was established 
in February 1956. That price cli- 
maxed a series of increases in- 
augurated a year earlier because 
of strike-inspired shortages and 
the general industrial boom. 


Supply eventually caught up 
with demand, however, and the 
still-continuing price decline start- 
ed in July of last year. As prices 
fell, consumers lived off their in- 
ventories, and stocks held by pro- 
ducers and copper fabricators 
climbed’ steadily. 

CUT FORESEEN 


Some industry sources had ex- 
pected a producer price cut some 
time after Labor Day if business 
prospects failed to perk up, par- 
ticularly in the heavy copper- 
consuming industries such as au- 
tomobiles, housing and appliances. 

The action in this country was 
followed by a cut by International 
Nickel Co. of Canada, which re- 
duced its price for copper in that 
country 1% cents a pound to 25% 
cents a pound.
